An important piece of legislation 


enacted at this session of congress, 
and approved by the prenident on the 
last day of the acHlob, I* an act pro- 
viding for the promotion of vocation- 
al rehabilitation of persons disabled 
in industry or otherwise, and for the 
return of such pereons to some use- 
ful employment. 
Under the provis- 


ions of this act the federal govern- 
ment propones to co-operate with the 
states in the work of restoring to oc- 
cupational efficiency men and women 
who hare been maimed by accident 
in any way whatever, or disabled by 
disease, or who may be confenltally 
crippled. 


In anticipation of the passage of 


federal legislation for this purpose 
more than a doten states -hare al- 
ready enacted laws providing for the 
vocational rehabilitation •( diMMod 
men and women, and 
providing in 


nome eases in advance for acceptance 
of the requirements of the federal 
act whick haa now been approved by 
tli* president. 


"Persons disabled" are defined in 


the act to include "Any person by 
reason of a 
physical defect, or in 


firmity. whether, congenital 
or ac- 


quired by accident,..injury or disease, 
is, or may be expected to be, totally 
or partially incapacitated for remun- 
erative occupation." 


"The federal board for vocational 


education is the administrative -fed- 
eral agency. A federal appropriation 
of 1750,000 is made for 
the fiscal 


year ending June 30,. 1921, and of 
11,000,000 annually .for three years 
following,' These appropriations are 
to be allotted to the states in propor- 
tion to their population, and every 
federal dollar .spent by the stales In 
training disabled 
men and women 


must be matched by an equal amount 
of money provided in the states. 


Thus, it'>the states provide for us- 


ing the total amount of the federal 
appropriation, a joint fund of federal 
and local 
money will be available 


amounting to at least $1,500,000 In 
the year 15*0-21 and to 12,000,000 
each year for the three years ending 
June 30. 1922, 1923. 192*. Individ*
